mine ut I'inc Hill, Nev., knuw sil- 
ver from copper If he did Ihe in the 
east, and the general opinion was that 
he was level headed on all other mat- 
ters as well. He not only shared iu this 
ppinion himself, but he knew that he 
was a philunlliroplht in liln way and 
leady to clo anything to make mankind 
belter, except to increase the scale of 
wages at the Star mine. That couldn't 
be done without injustice to the stock- 
holders, of whom he was one, but it 
was the duty of his fellow beings to be 
good on the wages of a dollar u day. 
Tho laborers at the mine, accor'Ung to 
frequent reports from the resident su- 
perintendent, were not bubbling o\et 
with goodness.

Dr. C. W. Littlefield, a well known 
and reputable physician of Alexandria, 
Ind., says the Chicago Record-Herald.
